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SELECTMEN'S  SPECIAL  REPORT  FOR  1964 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  again  pleased  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report  of  what  it  feels  has  been  a  most 
STiocessfnl  year  in  many  ways  for  the  Town  of  Seabrook. 

Many  important  events  occurred  in  1964  that  have 
been  beneficial  to  the  Town  and  more  are  in  the  planning 
stage  which,  we  hope,  will  make  1965  an  even  better  year 
for  Seabrook.  A  third,  new,  major  indtustry  chose  to 
establisih  itself  in  our  Town  in  1964  and  we,  as  your  Select- 
men, have  been  working  out  an  arrangement  whereby  at 
least  two  more  industries  will  be  able  to  locate  here  and, 
at  the  same  time,  the  Town  will  acquire  more  than  six 
[acres  of  desirable  and  much  needed  new  "cemetery 
land".  There  are  two  articles  in  the  Town  Warrant  to  be 
acted  upon  to  make  this  combination  of  arrangements 
possible  and  your  Board  of  Selectmen  sincerely  hopes  that 
the  Town  Meeting  will  approve  these  articles. 

The  1965  Town  Warrant  contains  many  important 
articles  to  be  acted  upon  by  you,  the  Taxpayer  and  Vot- 
er. Your  Board  of  Selectmen  has  submitted  many  of 
tlhesc  articles  for  your  consideration  -  principal  of  which 
are  the  articles  to  enlarge  our  municipal  water  system 
anidi  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  all  who  can  pos- 
sibly attend  the  Town  Meeting,  do  so. 

We  continued  to  practice  frugality  in  the  use  of  the 
Town's  money  and  by  controlling  unnecessary  expendi- 
tures we  were  successful  in  keeping  the  tax  rate  from  in- 
creasing. Due  to  the  aforementioned  frugality  and  con- 
trolled spending  and  the  unanticipated  increase  in  sever- 
al items  of  our  Estimated  Sources  of  Revenue  for  1964 
we  had,  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  an  all-time  record 
budget  surplus  of  $37,116.53  -  a  portion  of  which  may  be 
applied  to  the  1965  tax  rate,  thereby  keeping  any  increase 
at  a  minimum. 
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IThis  year  of  1964  has  been  a  very  busy  time  f6r 
your  Boaridl  of  Selectmen  with,  mjany  meeting^s  and  nego- 
tiations with  industrial  representatives,  Selectmen  of 
other  Towns  'and  requests  that  certain  legislation  be  enact- 
ed in  the  New  Hampshire  Greneral  Court.  One  bill  we 
have  particularly  requested  to  be  introduced  is  to  insure, 
by  legislative  enaetnient,  the  future  of  our  Municipal 
Court. 

We  have  had  a  series  of  meetings  with  the  Hamp- 
ton Board  of  Selectmen  to  institute  certain  negotiations 
Whereby  steps  may  be  taken  to  return  to  Seabrook  that 
portion  of  Seabrook  Beach  which  was  taken  from  us  by 
court  action  in  the  early  1950 's. 

All  in  all,  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  you,  the 
Townspeople,  and  to  help,  with  your  co-operation,  to  make 
our  Town  the  most  rapidly  developing  municipality  in 
the  State  of  New  Ham^pshire  and  a  better,  more  prosper- 
ous community  in  which  to  live. 

We  respectfully  submit  this  report  with  our  heart- 
felt thanks  and  appreciation  of  your  patience,  co-opera- 
tion and  understanding  of  the  difficulties  we  sometimes 
encounter  in  condjucting  your,  and  our,  Town's  business.
